I preached about a monastic practice called Lectio Continua, which simply 
means reading scripture in a continuous way. I suggested we could start 
with the Gospel of Luke, since we will be reading Luke this coming liturgical 
year beginning with the Advent Season, Year C. 

Here is a suggested method for doing Lectio Continua. 

Lectio Continua 

Begin with a simple prayer to the Holy Spirit such as, 

“Come Holy Spirit, fill the hearts of your faithful and 
enkindle in them the fire of your love.” 


Open your Bible to the first chapter of Luke’s Gospel; set a 
timer and read out loud for 5 or 10 minutes. When the 
timer goes off, stop at that verse. 

Spend a few minutes in silence letting the word of God 
speak to your heart. 

Pick one word or phrase that seems to touch your heart, or 
perhaps sticks out more than others. Write that word or 
phrase in a notebook, then set the timer for 5 or 10 
minutes and write whatever comes to you about your word 
or phrase. Do not worry about spelling or the rules of 
grammar; simply let the Holy Spirit move your heart. 

When you are finished thank Jesus for this time together 
and end with an Our Father, Hail Mary or a Glory Be. 

The next day, simply begin where you left off and start the 
process over again. Follow the method until you have 
finished the Gospel of Luke. 

Next week I will share some more thoughts on the process of Lectio Divina / 
Lectio Continua. Last week I encouraged you to check in with me from time 
to time if you accept this challenge to go deeper into the Word of God. That 
offer still stands.

What is JustFaith? JustFaith is a conversion-based 
process that seeks to provide a context in which 
participants can grow in their commitment to care for 
the vulnerable and to become advocates for justice. 
JustFaith is an extended justice education process that 
meets weekly employing books, videos, guest speakers, 
discussion, prayer, retreats and hands-on experiences. 
Participants are also afforded the privilege of becoming 
community with other participants and sharing a 
journey of faith and compassion that is both life-giving 
and challenging.
